.Water  is  supplied  to  the  Tollowing  parishes  from  the  mains

Droxford  R.D«  Undertaking  to 

-Southwick  and  Warnford  have  piped  supplies  provided  hy  the 
Southwick  and  Warnford  Estates  respectively. 

Copies  of  the  particulars  of  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  wore  periodically  received  from  the  undertakings 
supplying  water  in  the  above  areas;  samples  were  also  taken  for 
analysis  from  tne  Council's  Vi/est  keon  supply.  The  samples 
were  invariably  reported  upon  as  "clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
and  of  very  satisfactory  bacterial  purity;  these  results  are 
consistent  with  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes." 

The  parishes  of  Corhampton  dc  i«ieonstoke,  Droxfordi  Exton » 
Soberton  and  Upham  depend  upon  private  wells,  and  in  some  instances 
concrete  undergroiind  rain  water  tanks. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  proposals  for  the 
extension  of  water  supplies  to  the  areas  not  at  present  covered. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  no  main  drainage  schemes  in  operation  throughout 
the  area.  Tho  Council  are  considering  Engineers'  reports  in  this 
connection.

Ministry  of  Health  Rural  Housing  Circular  66/44>  Hobhouse  Report,  etc. 

As  a r^-sult  of  consider;^ tion  by  the  County  Council  of  the  above 
Circular  and  the  report  of  the  Hobhouse  Committee,  the  Hampshire  Joint 
Rural  Housing  Committee  was  appointed  to  give  effect  to  the  directions 
contained  in  the  circular,  and  the  roc omraendat ions  contained' in  the 
Hobhouse  report* 

The  Commit teo  were  of  opinion  that  in  conducting  the  survey  it 
?/ould  be  necessary  to  obtain  uniformity  of  action  throughout  the  County, 
and  a system  of  G-rouping  and  Categories  was  dravm  up  limited  at  the 
outset  to  dwellings  of  a rateable  value  not  exceeding  £20.  To  obtain 
such  uniformity  a Technical  Sub-Committee  was  formed  consisting  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  of  each  of  the  eleven  Rural  Areas,  together  with  the 
County  Architect. 

Twelve  meetings  v/ere  held  at  the  Castle,  Winchester,  all  of  which 
were  attended  by  your  Inspector.  The  implications  and  interpretations 
of  the  Act  etc.  were  thoroughly  discussed  as  also  were  the  designs  of 
cards  and  forms  for  use  in  the  survey  and  for  compiling  iDermanent 
continuous  records  of  houses  inspected.  This  report  v/as  approved  by 
the  Joint  Committee  excepting  for  a few  minor  details. 

In  Droxford  the  estimated  number  of  houses  to  be  surveyed  is 

4,242. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  survey  the  Council  appointed  an  officer 
who  commenced  his  duties  in  October  1945,*  up  to  December  1945 

407  houses  were  surveyed  and  were  placed  in  the  following  categories 


Category  1 - 50 

2 - 192 

3-95 
4 - 41 

5-29

The  percentage  of  houses  in  Category  5 is  7»2  * Category  5 
comprises  houses  unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  a 
reasonable  cost. 

The  houses  are  being  surveyed  at  Parishes  in  rotation,  and  the 
above  40?  houses  v/ere  visited  at  West  Meon,  Warnford,  Kxton  and  parts 
of  Corhampton  cc  Meonstolce. 

\'Var  Damage  Repairs,  Scavenging,  Salvage  and  Rat  Destruction  was 
carried  out  by  the  Department.
